DEFEATS ALL COMPROMISES

WASHINGTON, May 1.—The Adminis- 
tration. encountered its: sharpest defeat 
in the House tonight after one of the 
bitterest figkts of the sésasidn, when on 
a@ number” of roll calls and divisions 
the House consistently by large votes 
rejected the Clarke amendment to the 
Philippine bill giving the islands com- 
plete independence within four years.

AVERT COAL STRIKE 
BY WAGE INCREASE 


Miners Will Receive from Nine 
“to Twelve Millions a 
Year More Ray. 


AGREEMENT 1S _ RATIFIED 


Men Ate Jubilant While Owners 
Believe Retail. Price Will Ad- 
vance 40 Cents a Ton. 


The ‘Tri-District Committee, repre- 
senting the United Mine Workers of 
America in the Pennsylvania anthracite 
mining districts, yesterday unanimously 
ratified the agreement as to wages and 
working hours made by a sub-com- 
mittee of miners and mine’ operators 
at the Union League Club early Sunday 
morning. The committee met at. the 
Hotel Continental and registered its 
vote, the result of which, with a copy 
of the agreement, will be submitted to- 
day to the miners in convention at 
Pottsville, Penn. f 

This means that a strike of 170,000 coal 
miners that a few weeks ago seemed 
unavoidable has. been prevented, and as 
the agreement is to be signed as binding 

on all parties for four years, it will be 
a << diiuaaiton of peace in the anthracite 
mining district for that length of time. 

But the agreement calls for a wage 
increase to miners which will increase 
the operators’ pay rolls by from $9,000,-

CLASH IN POINTS OF VIEW. 


Mexicans Can’t Comprehend Why 
Our Troops Do Not Return. 


Special to The New York Ttmes. 

FUAREZ, Mexico, May 1.—The atti- 
tude on the Juarez side of the little 
bridge that foins Mexico to the United 
States is one that it is. difficult, al- 
most impossible, for the persons on the 
other side. of that bridge to comprehend. 
The much discusséd ‘‘ Mexican view- 
point” is a thing that ‘puzzles Ameri- 
cans .even. after. they have lived in 
Mexico for years. It is equally diffi- 
cult for the native who lives on this 
side to understand the man on the 
other. 

Even after my sixteen years in Mex- 
‘Mco it is impossible to understand the 
Mexican viewpoint entirely. It can’t be 
done except by a Mexican. On the Amer- 
can side the Generals _conducting the 
present conference sa ‘Villa ig our 
enemy.

Doubt American Good Faith. 


It is a fact that Mexican children are 
taught-that this was the most unjusti- 
fiable war of history. There is a Yeal 
conviction among certain classes in 
Mexico that the American expedition 
was not undertaken in good faith. Else 
why does it not return, now that Villa’s 
bands have been scattered? they ask. 

The -Americans reply that unless the 
Mexicans co-operate in exterminating 
the scattered bands there is no assur- 
ance that the bands will not unite again 
and, in fetaliation for the. pursuit, raid 
the botder more fiercely than ever. To 
that t Mexican simply replies that it 
is'a matter of national honor. Under- 
stand it if-you-can

He Tried to Get a Retainer 
for Edward Ladterbach.

WASHINGTON, May 1—The Supreme 
Court of the United States today af- 
firmed the judgment of the United States 
Court. for the Southern District of New, 
York in sending David Lamar; so-called 
“Wolf of Wall Street,” to the penjten- 
tiary for two-years for impersonating A. 
Mitchell Palmer of Pennsylvania, when 
Mr. Palmer was a member of the House.

The court. held that it was not neces- 


sary to show that a member of Congress 
was an officer of the United States, 


within the meaning of the Constitution, 
as the casé rested on the construction of 
the penal statute, which was plainly in- 
tended to protect members of Congress. 
As to thé second point, the court held 
that it Was not necessary to show that 
the frauds contemplated by Lamar would 
have been proper if he had the author- 
ity he pretended to have. 

Chief Justice White, who gave the 
opinion of the court, said, in part: 

“The section of the penal code 
charged to have been violated punishes 
* whoever, with intent to defraud either 
the United States’ or any person, shall 
falsely assume or pretent to be an of- 
ficer or employe acting under authority 
of the United States-or any department, 
or any officer of the Government there- 
of, and shall take upon himself to act as 
such, or shall in such pretended char 
acter demand or obtain from any per- 
son or from the United States or any 
department or any officer of the Gov- 
ernment thereof, any money, paper, docu- 
ment, or valuable thing, &c.’ 

**The indictment c thai 
stated time the titioner ‘ unlawfully, 
knowingly, and feloniously did falsely 
assume and pretend to be an officer of 
thé Government of the United States, to 
wit, a member of the House of Represen- 
tatives of the Congress of the United 
States of America, that is to say, A. 
Mitchell Palmer, \a member of Congress, 
representing the Twenty-fifth District of 
the State of Pennsylvania, with the in- 
tent then and there to defraud Lewis 
Cass Ledyard ’ and other persons. 

‘*Tt is insisted that no offense under 
the statute was stated in the indictment 
becaus6 a member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives is not an officer acting, un- 
der the authority of the United States 
within the: meaning of the provision of 
the penal codé upon which the indict- 
ment was based.

Doesn’t Hinge on Constitution, 


“ But, as previously held in sustaining 
the motiorito dismiss the direct writ of 
error, .the issue here is not a constitu- 
tional one, but who is an officer ‘act- 
ing under the authority of the United 
States within the provisions of the sec- 
tion of the penal code under considera- 
tion. And that question must be solved 
by the text of the provision, not shut- 
ting out as an intrument of interpreta-

‘STEP FOR DODGERS 


Robinson’s Brooklyn Clan Takes 
Lead in League by Beat- 
ing McGraw’s Men. 


GOOD BATTING.IS WASTED 


New Yorkers Have Eye on Ball, but 
Weaknesses in. Other Respects 
Add Another Dismal. Defeat. 


The Giants at least have a little local 


pride. They were the means yesterday 
of pushing the Brooklyn Dodgers to the 
front in the gallop forthe National 
League pennant. The Flatbush players, 
all alive and on their tees, trimmed "the 
Giants neatly by a score of 8 to 5, and 
thereby mounted to the top rung in the 
league ladder. It was the eighth 
straight defeat for Manager McGraw’'s 
unfortunates. 

If the Giants expect to win any games 
this season, they will have to hurry. The 
joy of Spring which fills everybody’s 
heart on May Day meant nothing at 
all to the New York Club: More than 
7,000 fans were out to see if McGraw’s 
men would get started, but they are 
still traveling due south in the league 
race at a fast clip. 

The New York pitchers are not pitch- 
ing, and the New York infield is shot 
full of holes. They are slapping the ball 
hard enough to win, but this fine stick 
work is made unavailng by weaknesses 
in other departments. Palmero, the 
Cuban southpaw, who has shown much 
promise this Spring, was rudely knocked 
out of the box by the Brooklynsiyester- 
day, and Rube Schauer came to the front 
and quenched the conflagration, but too 
late to save the edifice of Giant @opes. 

Nap Rucker, the veteran of many cam- 
paigns, started the game for Brooklyn, 
and for a while his notorious slow ball 
fooled the Giants, but when they got its 
range the sphere splashed to all parts of 
the outfield. Manager Wilbert Robinson 
called upon Jack Coombs, who finished 
the game with only one bad inning, the 
eighth, when the Giants started a rally 
which gave them four hits and a couple 
of runs. 

Herbert Hunter was: initiated yester- 
day into McGraw Chapter, No. 1, of the 
Amalgamated Association of New York 
Giants’ Third Basemen. This society is 
gaining quite a membership, and new 
men are expected to join from day to 
day. The fretfut corner of the infield 
was a little strange to Hunter, but: he 
did his part well enough. He also 
favored with a clean base hit in the 
seventh inning. 

Benny Kauff, the Federal League star, 
is doing a little better than his team- 
mates. He made a gorgeous catch in 
the first inning of Stengel’s flier and 
doubled Hi Myers off second. The scin- 
tillating fielding sensation of the day, 
however, was contributed by George 
Burns in the ninth inning. He made a 
dazzling one-handed catch of Stengel’s 
long hit in centre field, leaping from the 
turf to pul it down as it was screaming 
toward the fence. 

The Giants .started out auspiciously. 
With one down in the first Robertson 
singled to left and Doyle flied to Sten- 
gel. Kauff whizzed a bouncer through 
Olson's feet and scored Robertson. 

Palmero’s pitching began. to sag in the 
third. Miller hit a Texas Leaguer to 
centre, with one out, and stole second. 
Rucken aided the cause with a single to 
left. Myers's sacrifice fly scored Miller 
and Daubert beat out a bunt. Casey 
Stengel made glad the hearts of the 
Brooklyn denizens present with a home 
run jolt which rebounded from the top 
tier of boxes in the right field grand 
stand. This circuit rap pushed Rucker 
and Daubert across the plate with Sten- 
gel at their heels. 

The Giants got after Rucker in the 
same inning. Burns and Robertson sin- 
gled, and Doyle’s Texas Leaguer filled 
the bases with no one out. Burns scored 
while Kauff was being thrown out, and 
Fletcher's sacrifice fly scored Robert- 
son. Some off-color base running by 
Doyle permitted Johnston to throw 
Doyle out as he was trying to stretch 
his way to third, thereby spoiling a per- 
fectly good rally. 

After Coombs had fanned in the fifth

ILLEGAL BOXING IN JERSEY.

What House Bill Prevides, 


The preamble of the Jones substitute, 
which is the only promise of independ- 
ence held out in the House bill, reads: 


Whereas, It was never the intention 
of the peopie of the United States in 
the incipiency of the war with Spain 
to make it a war of conquest or for 
territorial aggrandizement; and 

Whereas, It is, as it has always 
been; the purpose of the people of 
the. United States to withdraw their 
sovereignty Over the Philippine Isl- 
ands and to recognize their independ- 
ence as soon as a stable Government 
can be established therein, and 

Whereas, For the speedy accomplish- 
i ment 6f such purpose it is desirable to 

« place in the hands of the people of the 
hilippines as large a control of their 
domestic affairs as can be given them, 

_. without in the meantime impairing the 
exercise of the rights of sovereignty 
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by the people of the United States, in 
order that, by the use and exercise of 
popular franchise and governmental 
they may be the better pre- 
‘pared to fully assume the responsi- 
bilities and enjoy all the privileges of 
complete independence; therefore, be 
it enacted, &c. ; 


Provisions of Clarke Amendment. 


The defeated Clarke amendment prom- 
ised the Filipinos independence within 
two to four years in the following lan- 
guage, which followed the clause author- 
izing and directing the President to 


withdraw all right of possession, super- 
vision, control, or sovereignty over the 
islands: 

This transfer of possession, sover- 
eignty, and Governmental control 
shall be completed and become abso- 
lute not less than two nor more than 
four years from the date of the ap- 
proval of this act, under the terms 
and in the manner hereinafter pre- 
scribed. Provided, that if the Presi- 
, prior to the expiration of the said 
period of four years, shail find that 
the condition of the external or in- 
ternal affairs of said Philippines in 
respect to the stability or efficiency 
of the proposed Government thereof 
is such as to warrant him in so doing, 
he is hereby further authorized * * * 
to extend the said time to and includ- 
ing the date of the final adjournment 
of the session of Congress which shall 
convene next after the date of the ex- 
piration of the said period of four 
years,.and thus afford the Congress 
an opportunity in its discretion to fur- 
ther consider the situation in the said 
Philippines; but any such extension of 
time by the President shall not other- 
wise suspend or nullify the operative 
force of this act, uniess the Congress 
shall hereafter so direct. 


Long Debate on the Bill. 


The general debate on the Philippine 
bill engaged the House for eight hours. 
Most of the members spoke from 
manuscript, as the House had been ex- 
| pecting the battle for several weeks. 
Chairman Jones of the Insular Af- 
| fairs Committee asserted that it would 
; be a gratuitous insult to an “ intelli- 
| gent, brave, and sensitive people” to 
promise them nothing more than that 
independence will come ‘‘ when they are 
fitted for it.’ 

“A systematic, well organized and 
persistent effort,”’ said Mr. Jonés, “ has 
beeh made to create the impression that 
the Clarke amendment ignores Ameri- 
can and other foreign interests in the 
Philippines. On the contrary, the 
amenuament clotnes the President with 
the power to make such orders and 
enter into such negotiations with the 
authorities of the Philippines as may 
be necessary finally to settle and ad- 
just all property rights and other 
relations between the United States and 
the Philippines; to cause to be acknowl- 
tedged, respected, and safe-guarded all 
of the personal and property. rights of 
citizens or corporations of the United 
States and of other countries resident 
or engaged in business in the islands, or 
having property interests therein. 

“It is not contended that the United 
States is in any way legally responsible 
for the payment of the Phil ppine bonds 
which amount to $16,125,000. It is 
claimed that because they were issued 
and sold under the authority conferred 
by Congress on the Egg <br Govern- 
ment that some moral obligation rests 








on the United States to see to their 
payment. . 4 

‘**T have assurance from representa- 
tives of the American Banking Associa- 
tion that if Congress will specificall 
authorize the President to take su 
steps as may’ be possible to safeguard 
the payment of these bonds that such 
action will be satisfactory.”’ 

Mr, Jones said that the Philippines 
were costing the United States annually 
a sum larger than the total’ bonded 
obligations added to the value of the 
cotton manufectures imported from the 
United State The islands, he said, : 
would be an item of large expense so 
long as the United States held them and 
felt obliged to defend them... Mr, Jones 
added: 

** But it will require more than strong 
fortifications and large armies suc- 
cessfully to defend. the Philippines 
against foreign invasion. To do so with 
any hope of success will necessitate the 
constant presence in the Orient of an 
American fleet at least equal in strength 
to that of any other naval power which 
may attempt to seize the islands. What- 
ever may be the cost in blood and 
treasure in defending them we shall be 
bound by every consideration of justice, 
honor, and natio pride to undertake j 
to do so if it shall be determined to| 
hold them permanently.” 

Mr. Jones said that the minority ad- 
mitted the need of a new organic act for 
the Philippines, the act of fourteen years 
ago having outgrown its usefulness. The 
chief point at issue in. the bill, he said, 
was the proposal to relinquish sover- 
eignty over the Filipinos. The Senate 
provision, he added, had been inserted 
because ‘‘ the choice presented was be- 
tween a vague, indefinite, and meaning- 
less proposition and an honest effort to 
redeem the solemn promises which the 
Democratic Party had been making to 
the Philipping people for the last. decade 
and a half.’’ 

Mr, Jones. ‘‘ dismissed as unworthy of 
serious congideration ” opposition claims 
that the Filipino people were incapable 
of maintaining their independence and 
self-government, ‘‘ and must sooner or 
later become the prey of some stronger 
power.’ If independence was to be 
denied to’the Filipinos until they were

the Monroe Doctrine, consistency sug- 
gests that we keep our hands off ter- 
ritory in the Eastern Hemisphere.

I trust we will never be forced 
to fight to sustain our sovereignty over 
the peuple of the Philippines while rul- 
ing over them without their consent and 
in violation of the basic principles upon 
which our own independence was won 
and established.’’ 


Against Scuttle Policy. 


Representative Clarence B. Miller of 
Minnesota, a Republican member of 
the Insular Affairs Committee, who has 
visited the Philippines ‘several times, 
contended that the Filipinos were ut- 
terly incapable of governing them- 
selves at this time. The pending bill, 
he said, represented a policy of scuttle 
such as was never proposed in the his- 
tory of the country. Mr. Miller said 
that he was surprised at the ‘* sudden- 
ness’ with which the Administration 
accepted the “scuttle policy’’ of the 
Clarke amendment, but drew satisfac- 
tion from the fact that there were some 


rison, who opposed abandonment of the 
islands. 

‘We stand aghast at the brutal sud— 
denness of this proposal,’’ said Mr. Mil- 
ler. ‘‘ When we instituted government 
in the Philippines under the noble and 
martyred McKinley we determined to 
show the world an altruistic spectacle 
in colonial government. We should in- 
stitute and maintain in the islands a 
government for the purpose of bene- 
fitting the Filipinos, teaching them the 
art of self-government, developing their 
resources, and lifti them into a sturdy 
position of nationality. For seventeen 
years we have labored with unremitting 
zeal and unfaltering courage to echieve 
this noble purpose. 

‘**Our work there constitutes one of 
the most giorious chapters in all human 
history. Our achievements there form a 
record of which every American should 
be proud. The achievements of the Fili-

‘**The Philippines have cost us many 
millions of dollars,’ continued Mr. Rus- | 
sell. ‘‘I think the cost incident to the 
possession and contro! of these islands 
will reach $1,000,000,000, all told. | 

‘‘ Irrespective of the monetary disad- 
vantages of such control, I believe that 
the control of these islands at a dis- 
tance of 8,000 miles is a menace to our 
peace.

At the pres- 
ent hour, 95 -per cent. of the business 
conducted in the Philippine Islands is 
conducted by foreigners. ere are 
about 8.000,000 people in the islands. Of 
these 40,000 are Chinese. But these 
40,000 are today paying 72 per cent. of 
all the taxes in the islands. In other 
words, 7,960,000 are paying 28 per cent. 
of the taxes, while 40,000 Ghitnamen, 
foreigners, are paying 72 per cent.” 


Strategic Value of the Philippines. 


Representative Horace M. Towner, 
ranking Republican of the Insular Af- 
fairs Committee, said: 

“If the colonies are a source of weak- 
ness, then Great Britain is the weakest 
nation in the world. Colonies and coaling 
stations and naval bases are a source 
of strength to a maritime power. In 
fact, they are indispensable. If we are 
to control the Pacific, as we must do, 
the Philippines will be a source of in- 
vaiuable strength to us. To give them 
up. would be an act of incredible folly: 

It is strange that every other great 
nation of the world considers the Phil- 
ipeines a source of strength, while 
there are many in the United States 
me consider them a source of weak- 

ess. 

“Tf the Philippines, so far from our 
shores and so near Japan, are a source | 
of military weakness to us, would not 
the occupation of Magdalena Bay and 
Southerh California be a source of 
weakness to Japan? When'a Japanese | 
cruiser chasing a German cruiser ran 
aground in Turtle Bay, and other Jap- 
anese ships went to its relief, the whole 
Pacific coast was panic-stricken be- 
cause it was asserted Japan was pr 
paring to acquire a source of military 
weakness on the Mexican coast. 

“If a settlement by a European force 
in Mexico, or in the Caribbean Sea, or 
in South America would weaken rather 
than strengthen the European power, 
we. ought as an act of preparedness tc 
encourage rather than protest. It is 
remarkabie that what is strength in 
other nations is regarded ag weakness 


n us. 

“The Philippines are at present the 
richest undeveloped region in the world. 
For such development capital is the 
first essential, and capital will not be} 
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invested unless there is at least a rea- 
sonable certainty » of security. For 
America to withdraw now would make 
worthless American investments now in 
the islands, and would make it almost 
certain that no .foreign capital would 
go into the islands.except for a sinister 
— Indeed, it is difficult to see 
ow the islands can obtain funds to 
maintain a separate government.” 
Representative Simeon ,D. Fess, an 
Ohio Republican, reviewed the achieve- 
ments of this country. in teaching the 
Filipinos the ways of civilization. These 
lessons, he said, had ranged all the way 
from sanitation to learning derived from 
books and the wiping out of tribal en- 
mities. “Within a quarter of a century, 
Mr. Fess said, the United States might 
complete its great work of education 
and Christianization in the Philippines. 
The ignorant Filipino, Mr. F 
till fed upon prejudices, even against 
he United States, which showed what 
internal unrest might be expected if 
the islands were abandoned before all 
its people became civilized. Speaking 
of this condition, Mr. Fess said: 
“This feeling can be directly traced 
to a propaganda for independence by 
those who desire to profit as leaders 
in the islands. So long as American in- 
fluence is dominant the ambitions of 
these péople are not only restrained, but 
their plans are impossible. 
ge is inspired by these leaders, who 
n turn build’ upon the prejudice’ and 
superstition of the ignorant, unable to 
appreciate what has been done in the 
last fifteen years. 
‘“‘ This propaganda is furthered by the 
agitation of some Democratic leaders in 
this country, who, after having been de- 
feated by the people, still persist in 
writing their platform in the proposed 
reorganization of the Government for 
the islands. This propaganda is also 
aided by the unwise utterances of those 
now in authority in the islands and the 
censorship of all discussion by those on 
the ground who otherwise would openly 
condemn dissension. 
‘* Whatever else this Administration 
must answer for to this nation, there is 
one crime that. will not be forgotten—the 
unsettling of the most stupendous and 
wonderful work of civilization’ fora 
needy people ever begun by a great and 
responsible nation.

A NATIONAL CLEARING SYSTEM. 

The Federal Reserve system bas 
so nearly accomplished one predicted | 
impossibility that there is no pre- 
sumption against itg success in an 
even more difficult undertaking. it 
is true that there ig not entire uni- 
formity of interest rates throughout 
j the system, and jt is not to be ex- 
pected that all checks can be col-|, 
lected at par throughout the con- 
tinent. But there bas been great 
gain by the approximation to a 
standard interest rate, and there will 
be great gains piso in the collection 
of checks by an offsetting of credits 
on @ greater scale than the coun 
has. ever enjoyed. 

The local clearing systems of the 
country have of late greatly in- 
creased the efficiency of their famil- 
iar operations. Between August and 
February our local clearing gystem 
enlarged. the number of clearing 
banks by some 200, to 576, taking in 
not only the four adjacent, States but 
any territory Whose banking institu- 
tions could remit in time to be 
cleared on the following day. That 
did not exhaust the” possibility of 
service by our Clearing House, but 
at best it cannot hope to rival in the 
national field the association of 
twelve banks working harmoniously 
in a single system. 

The method adopted by the Federal 
Reserve system is familiar through 
its operation in the relations between 
country banks and their reserve city 
correspondents. Each Federal bank 
will receive and credit at par all 
checks on member banks and also all 
checks on nonmember hanks . which 
are collectible at par. Thé par list 
will be revised-from time to time, as 
is the present custom, and ultimately 
checks. on all banks may come te be 
included. _Immegiate credit will be 
given for all items, but they cannot 
be counted as reserve until collected, 
nor checked against. If items in 
procéss of collection are checked 
against they will be debited to the 
reserve account, subject-to the nen- 
altigs for its impairment. That can 
be preyented easily and simply, first, 
by accurate keeping of position ac- 
counts in the manner customary 
with banks which do gn exchangp| 4. 
husiness. and, pecond, by making gr- 
rangement for rgdigcounts on reserve 
accoynt by the depasit of suitable | ¢j 
items.

A YEARS FIRE FIGHTING. 

Fire Commissioner ADAMSON’s report 
to Mayor MitcuEL ig new proof, if 
any were needed, that the public ad- 
miration, long bestowed upon the 
men and service of the city Fire De- 
partment, is amply merited. The per- 
sonal gallantry of the firemen, their 
readiness to go anywhere, their ability 
to get to a fire quickly, their skill, 
discipline, and deyotion, are a part of 
the pride of a New Yorker in his city. 
Machines and men are prized appear- 
ances~on the daily theatre of New 
York. 

The figures show the smallest fire 
logs since the department began; and, 
for the first time since 1898, the con- 
solidation year, a lowered budget. The 
fire loss was $2,460,793 less than that 
of 1914. ‘ With eight times the popu- 
lation,” says Mr. ADAMsoN, “the loss 
“was actually nearly $1,000,000 less 
“than in the firgt year after the 
“creation of the paid Fire Depart- 
“ment.” | 

The diminished cost of fires, and the 
diminution of their number by 1,010 
ag compared with those of 1914, are 
due to the broadening system of 
fire prevention, monthly inspection, 
and the higher efficiency of the fire- 
men. The apparatus has been greatly 
improved. Nearly half ig “ motorized.” 
The half-dozen gasoline pumping en- 
gines installed in the year are marvel- 
ous fire- quenchers. Coal- burners must 
igo.” A year’s work of which the 
department and the city have g right 
to he proud.

FEW MAY DAY EVICTIONS. 


Nor Are Tenement Rents Ralsed 
This Year on East Side. 


Yesterday was ohe of the happiest 
May Days fn the history of the east 
side. Tenement leases are all dated 
from May 1 and wholesale evictions on 
this date are usual. The general pros- 
pefity of the country was reflected yes- 
terday in a marked decrease in the 
number of dispossess cases that found 
their way into court., 

Justice Hartman, sitting in Part I. 
of the Second District Municipal Court, 
at 264 Madison Street, heard about 130 
dispossess cases. Two years ago, in 
the same court, there were between 500 
and 600 such cases, while: last year 
there were about 400. Justice Hartman 
was able to give each of the defendants 
a private hearing and in a great many 
instances, by reporting to charitable in- 
stitutions or by interceding with . the 
landlords, the delinquents got days of 
grace. There were practically no evic- 
tions in ‘the tenement districts below, 
Fourteenth Stréet, and the Marshals 
had little to do. ‘ 

Rents were not raised yesterday as 
they. have often been in other years, 
The shutting off. of immigration by the 
war and the aay to better quarters 
in other parts of the city and in the 
suburbs by large numbers of tenement 
dwellers have left many vacancies on the 
lower east side and rents have remained 
stationary.

Judge’s Son Charges $4,000,- 
000 Left by Father Has 
Been Mismanaged. 


WANTS PROPERTY SOLD

Protest Asserts Estate Is Losing 
$60,000 to $100,000 a Year on 
the Stewart Building. 


Judge Henry Hilton, who. died in 1899, 
had so melted away under mismanage- 
ment that its net income last year 
amounted to only $696.36, -Albert BH. 
Hilton of Portchester filed a protest 
yesterday in the Surrogates’ Court to 
the eighth annual accounting of the ex- 
ecutors. The complainant is a son of 
Judge Hilton, who gvas to receive one- 
third of the residuary estate. The pres- 
ent Trustees of the estate are Edward 
D, Harris of Yonkers, N. Y., and the 
Central Trust Company of New York, 
which was appointed Trustee on the 
death of Horace Russell, a son-in-law 
of the decedent. 

The objections say that the estate has 
been practically unproductive of income 
since 1912, that many of the properties 
held ‘by the estate have already cost 
the estate more than the book value of 
the properties and that a continuance 
of the past conditions and management 
is likely to destroy entirely any. value 
tnat many of the items may haye. 

It is ‘further stated that whatever 
value the estate has should be at once 
realized by selling the properties, par- 
ticularly in view of the statement in the 
will of the decedent, which asserts that 
all of the property in the estate should 
be given to executors in trust to “‘ con- 
vert the same into money and pay over 
and distribute the same” to the benefi- 
ciaries. ‘‘ Notwithstanding this pro- 
vision of the will,”” the complaint sets 
forth, ‘‘ over sixteen years have elapsed 
since the will of the said Henry Hilton 
was admitted to probate on Dec. li, 
1899.”" 

The most valuable item in the estate 
now is a mortgage of $3,666,667 on the 
Stewart Building, 280 Broadway. Judge 
Hilton was A. T. Stewart's counsel, and 
upon the death of Mr. Stewart received 


the Broadway property through a 
legacy. 

wig Reargg to the accounting was made 
on ree counts. In the first place, it 
was contended that the provisions >f 
the will had not been complied with 
because the property had not been con- 
verted into money and distributed; sec- 
ondly, because the failure to do so had 
resulted in practically no net income 
from the estate, and, lastly, because 
the property had dwindled in value.

The Spanish Church of Our Lady 
of Guadaloupe is on the 156th Street 
side of the block.

Mr. Heye keeps a large portion of his 
immense Indian collection at his studio, 
10 West Thirty-third Street. The mu- 
seum, was. said, was still in its 
organization stage, not yet being in- 
corporated.

A DIRECTOR’ IN RAILWAYS 
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Member of Many Clubs and Owner 
of the Yacht Agawa Was 
Educated for a. Lawyer. 


Charles William. Harkness, who, with 
his brother, Edward W. Harkness, is 
said to be the third largest holder of 
Standard Oil stock in the world, died 
at 5:20 o0’clock yesterday afternoon in 
his home at 2 East Fifty-fourth Street. 
He was in his, fifty-seventh year and 
his death was the result of an apopletic 
stroke. 

Mr. Harkness had been seriously ill 
since last Fall; when he suffered’an at- 
tack of apoplexy while in his private 
car on the way to the Yale-Harvard 
football game. On his return to his 
home here he was attended by Dr. 
Henry 8. Patterson of 130 East Sixty- 
second Street. After lingering for some 
time, Mr. Harkness went to his Winter 
home at St. Augustine, Fla., about nine 
weeks ago, returning here during the 
third week of April. 

Born’in Monreeville, Ohio, Mr. Hark- 
ness was a son of the late Stephen V. 
Harkness, his mother being Mrs. Anna 
M. Harkness of 1 Eagt. Forty-ninth 
Street. He was graduated from Yale 
University in 1883, and the Columbia 
Law School in 1888. Mr. Harkness 
entered business as a clerk, and upon 
the death of his father became adminis- 
trator of his estate. 

He was a director in the old Stand- 
ard Oil Company, and in addition to 
his large interests in the present com- 
pany, was active in several other busi- 
nesses, being a director of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway, the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railway, and the 
Southern Pacific Railway companies, the 
New York Trust Company, and the 
Tilden Iron Mining Company. 

Mr. Harkness was actively interested 
in yachting and was the owner of the 
ocean-going steam yacht Agawa. He 
was’ also a member of a number of 
clubs, among which were the Univers-— 
ity; Riding, Down Town, New York 
Yacht, St. Augustine Yacht, the Morris 
County, St. Augustine, Newport, and 
Morristown Golf Clubs, and the New- 
port Casino. In addition to his home 
here and his Winter home in St. 
Augustine, Mr. Harkness had a Sum- 
mer home in Manton, Ohio, and a large 
country estate near Madison, N. J. 

His half-brother, Lamon ¥. Harkness, 
died on Jan. 17, 1915, in California, 
leaving an estate estimated to. be worth 
more than $100,000,000. Mr. -_Harkness 


was interested in several hospitals and 
was said to be one of the city’s largest 
anonymous contributors to charities. 

He married Miss Mary Warden of 
Philadelphia in 1896, who, with his 
brother, survives him.

Rdward J. De Coppet, patron of music 
and head pf the banking firm of De 
Coppet & Doremus, died suddenly Sun- 
day night at his-home, 314 West Highty- 
fifth Street. Only a little while before 
his death ‘the Flonzaley Quartet, ‘which 
was organized by Mr. De Coppet, had 
played for him the Twelfth Quartet of 
Beethoven for stringed instruments. ‘It 
was the custom of the quartet to play 
for their patron and his guests even 
after the organization had ‘established 
itself as one of the finest of its kind 
in America and had become self-sup- 
porting. 

Mr. De Coppet was born May 28, 1855, 
in New York.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Audiphones Are Not Fans So Far as 
Duties Are Concerned. 


The Board of General Appraisers yes- 
terday affirmed the principle laid down 
in the customs regulations that a Col- 
lector or naval officer may waive evi- 
dence of exportation in the case. of 


American goods returned to this country 
when satisfied from examination that 
the merchandise was of domestic origin. 
Thomas <A. Blakely, Los Angeles, 
brought back semi-precious stones, but 
failed to file at the time'of entry the 
certificate of exportation required by 
the regulations. ull duty was accord: 
ingly taken, but after the importer’s a 
peal’ had been made to the board Col- 
lector Elliott wrote to the tribunal that 
he had no objection to reliquidating the 
entry under the duty exemption clause 
if it were shown that the goods were of 
American origin. The Government coun- 
sel objected to the letter upon the ground 
that the Collector had'no authority to 
waive the exportation certificate now 
as he had no longer jurisdiction of the 
merchandise. Judge Hay held in his de- 
cision that the letter constituted 
waiver, and, overruling/the Govern- 
ment’s contention, sustained the protest. 

Wagner Brothers & Co. won in the 
contention that so-called audiphones 
used by deaf persons to aid hearing 
were not the kind of goods intended by 
the framers of the Underwood tariff. to 
be assessed under the ‘ fan ’’ provision. 
The andiphones consisted of flat, fan- 
like articles of hard rubber, with a silk 
or wool braid or cord attached to the 
handle and extending almost to the top 
of the fan. ‘The’ cord when drawn 
makes the fan into the shape of a 
sounding board. The testimony and the 
sample convinced the board that the 
article was not a fan in the generally 
accepted sense of that word, and should 
not be classified as such. It was com- 
posed almost entirely of hard rubber. 
Entry was given at per cent, as man- 
ufactures of rubber, the Collector being 
reversed in taking 50 per cent. under the 
fan paragraph. 

Park & Tilford were successful in one 
of several claims filed relative to the 
classification of fancy candy boxes, com- 
etn of. cardboard and paper, with silk 

ing and silk covers. The Collector 
held that as silk was chief value in the 
boxes they were dutiable at 45 per cént. 
under the provision for manufactures of 
oo Among the claims was one that 

e 
‘tall’ boxes of paper.’ Judge Fischer 
decided that, regardless of the presence 
of silk in the make- “up of the boxes, the 
provision for ‘‘ boxes’ was more spe- 
cific and should prevail. The Collector 
was reversed and the merchandise ad- 
mitted at 85 per cent. 

The “mere fact that leather belting 
used for transmission purposes was sec- 
ond hand .failed to secure its classifica- 
tion under the free list. The ietper ter in 
the case was A. Raymond, Chicago. 

He claimed free entry under the pro- 
vision reading “leather not otherwise 
provided for. Judge McClelland saw 
no. adequate reason for changing the 
Collector’ s return as manufactures of 
leather calling for 80 per cent. duty. 

e Brothers & Co., Chicago, were 

granted a rate of 50 per cent. on im- 
ortations of beaded straw. trimmings. 

beg goods were returned by the Collector 

** beads appliqued on net,” duty being 
levied at 60 per ‘cent. under the trim- 
ee paragraph.

Jewelers Settle Controversy—Work- 
men in Other Lines Quit in City. 


A number of new strikes were de- 
clared yesterday, other. strikes were 
continued, and still others were settled.
